Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 1-47 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
anticipate nor render obviousness as to of depositing a tungsten silicide layers wherein at least 
one layer the silicon ratio is changed and the tungsten silicide is deposited below 501 degrees 
Celsius.
